America and Europe (France, Russia, Germany, Poland, Norway, Austria etc.). His tours received 
wide acclaim from the public and critics alike. Part ofTurrin’s accomplishments include duet 
ensembles with the violin and the clarinet, and recordings for television and radio stations (RAI in 
Italy, RadioTv Slovenia, Tv Polska, Belarus T.V.).
